It is tifteiitimes interesting a.s well as 
profitablu to compare tliu present with 
the past, and the proluiblu future; the 
reivliKations of tlio noiv witli tho aiitici- 
ptitidiis of the past and future theiis. It 
is froiiiieiitly asserted by pohticiaiis who 
are lite av(nv(!d foes of the Caiitidian con- 
feilei-atiiJii, tli;it tile luoveini'iit towtird 
that em! wa.s of iiuislirooiii growth and 
only inaugiiratod at tho Oimrlottetown 
conveiitiou of 1864. This fallacy has 
been frequently exposed, but its absurdity 
was more i:li!arly revealed in reading 
"The .Signs (jf tho Times," a somewhat 
famous work by Dr. Ciiristian Charles 
Josiah Hiinseii, |)ublished at Leipzig in 
1855. CJheviilier Biinsen was a clover 
aud learned Fruasian diplomatist who ro- 
preseuted that kingdom at the court of 
Sfc. James for some fourteen years. He 
had sjient one portion of his life in Ber- 
lin, another in Koine ami a tliird in Lon- 
don, but his removal was tinally eti'ected 
by the iiussiiin party at tiie Berlin court. 
Ui)un his return he wrote the Hf)rk in two 
volumes, the title of which we have mt^ll- 
tioned above. The following extract 
from the first jiages of the work will be 
read with interest as tiie opinion of such 
a distiiigtiishi'il scholar stv early as LSou, 
some ten years before tho session of tiie 
Charlottetown convontion of maritime re- 
presentatives: 

"On my return to my own country last 
summer, after fourteen years absence in 
England, I began to compare the imijrea- 
sions with wiiieli 1 hadUd't ( lermany, with 
the more ripe views whieli liircjtigli mure 
extended study and a more hirge experi- 
ence I had obtained; and in doing so I 
found my mind's eye fixed on the pheno- 
mena, which St I Mid fiirth .-is siiin.-i nj the 
liiiif^, lioth liy the exieiisivenoss of their 
operation and liy tin: pregnancy of tlieir 
signilicanee. .- / meat tlie power 0/ frv 
aponfd iii'diis ii.^.i'n-idt inn on (he one huiui, 
and on the other thii rising claims and in- 
creased jKiwcr i<{ the clergy or hierarchy. 
The prineiiiie of vwlnntaiy iissociation, to 
speak of tlii.s liisl, has been fcpr ;i long 
time active in Liiglaini, .-iiul there is in 
and alxjMt Loinlon, jind in great Britain 
generally, seai eoly any great movement or 
public wiuk, of which tho roots are not 
to be sought in that principle. From un 
association of the mercliants and capital- 
ists ha.s within a single century arisen to 
the British lOiiiiiirc in linlia, one of the 
greatest in the world. The free .State of 
America arose [jrincipaliy out of tlie free 
Christian congregations ••mdoiher I'higlish 
associations; and tiie germs of a Canadian 
union tire even in 'W \ isible, which, t hri nigh 
tlie power of this llrilu,■i]lh^ is destined to 
play 110 Liiiiiii]iort,-uit jiarl in the the;itre 
of the world." 

Thus some two years before t.iic cou- 
sunniiatiun uf the Canadian Union did a 
Qenuan statesnmn anticipate the import- 
ant part which confederated Canada was 
to pliiy ill the iininediale fiitiiro. The 
confederation nioveinenl ]irogresstHl. The 
politicid union was (.•ll'icted. In \>r, more 
closely welded by the couatriictioii id' the 
Intorcoloiiiid railroad within the next six 
years aud tho completion uf a trtiiis-coiit i- 
nental line twelve or thirteen years latei . 
These scattered British American pro- 
vinces were joiiioil ill a conmiercial as wcdl 
as a iiolitic.il union, and the progress 
which has since been achie\ed is one that 
has gaiiUHl for this Dominion world-wide 
recognition ami deserved coinmendal ion. 
Yet as iKJ other dissocial ion of |iroviiices 
or kingdoms w.is ever peniialleiitly secur- 
ed jvil hi III oppositions, discords and dis- 
sentioiis, so Can.-ida has had tliose in her 
midst who have I'Ver biuMi anxiinis to 
dismember the Dijiiiinion .and destroy all 
the acquisitions of tho past. By whatever 
name tnis disintegrating movement has

More 
roeoutly there has been an insidious en- 
deavor on tho part of ono or more dis- 
graced and discredited factions to encour- 
age a sentiiiient in f;i\ or of aiinexalion to 
tlie iieiglilioriiig icpulilic, and v;u-ioiin 
tuothods have been employed to elleel 
their purpose. T'hu attempt has bi; :n 
made to bulldoze the Canadian peoiile into 
regarding anm^.xation with favor by ^)ro- 
sentiiig the coiisideraf ion Kllat our neigh- 
liors are stronger tliiin we, and chat wo 
tiro limiblt! (o iirolect ourselves against 
tlioir aggressions. The cry was niiset] no 
later than during tiie Kebniary eleetioim 
that it was suicidal for Canada to resist 
the oneroftchment of tho Ainerican nation 
upon Canadian rit,'hts, and lliat tho wisest 
policy for CaiiadiaiiH to adopt was to suc- 
cumb to thoir aoniaiuls at once.

No arguments wMoh have in 
them a tangible basis of reason or fact has 
yet been jirosentcd in favcjr of such n 
policy; in fact, commercial union it-self 
is a mere chimera which, as distinct 
from annexation, has never been formu- 
lated into a tangible policy at .all. 1 1 is 
true that argument has been advanced in 
favor of Canada accepting tho American 
tiirilf as against till otlior niitions and re- 
ceiving in return a /)cr tutiiifd pro|!ortion 
of the coiif^olidaled custoiiia revenue: but 
HO long as Canada is politically indepen- 
dent of tho I'nited States, Canadians will 
never agree to have their tariff regulated 
at tho option of a foreign logishituro. 

It has been urged by Mr. Buttorworth 
that tho United St-ates slioidd place all 
imports from Canada on the free list, and 
tlmt Canada should reciprocate in this res- 
p(!Ct; but Mr. Butterworth seems to bo a 
politician who is not without honor save 
in his own country; at least, his ]n'oi>osid 
gjiinod but slight support in the federal 
house of roproseuttitives while it has been 
ainnmarily rejected by ono or more sbito 
legislatures into which it has been inlro- 
duced; :ind at the same time tlie intliii'ii- 
tial portion of tho Ainerictui press frankly 
state that such a customs union will only 
be consummated when Cfin.nla boeoines 
incorporated into the union uiuler the, star 
spangled liaiuu'r. .So siiggi'stivo are tlie.se 
facts that intelligent ('aii.adiaiis will imtur- 
ally realize the futility of discussing a

Sitimted as we are, as tho oonuectiug link 
that binds tho United Kingdom to the 
vast and varied British dominions in tlu^ 
east, providing .'is we do a l'>ritisli highway 
for British comineive from the .Atlantic to 
the Pacilic, is it well that we should sum- 
marily sever our cniiiiiiercial, not to speak 
of our political, connection with the Brit- 
ish Empire and unite our destiny with 
that of the republic to the south of us ? 

.-Vlready our trade with tlie British Isles 
is eipial in voliiiiie and more iirolit.able to 
lis than our tr.ade uilli the I'liiteil States. 
If weighed in the btdaiices, we would not 
bo long in deciding to prefer our British 
to our American trade. How then shall 
it be when the trade with tin; I'niteil 
Stall's is placed in the scales against the 
tr.ide with (lieat llrit.iiii and the Briti.sli 
doiiiinioiis the world over I 

These Jirc grave (piestioiis whic;h .'in- not 
to be discussed in .1 tlippant manlier. 
They are questions which are obtruding 
themselves upon the attention of the 
reading and thinking public. But in the 
end wo have no doubt that Caii.ad.-i will 
without hesitation, refuse to saeritice the 
political and coiiiiiieicial r<datioiis which 
we are destined to secure with the British 
dominions the world over, for tho trivial 
advantage that wotdd accrue to us as a 
commercial or as a p0litic.1l state of the 
.■\iiierii.'aii reiiiiblic. Rather should we 
weld tlie old bonds the 
states of the repulilie will re.di/.e that they 
can secure their fullest prosi)erity by lie- 
coming a state of a federate union of tlie 
Anglo-Saxon siioiiking peo))les of theglobe.

The old Cuuarder Abyssuiia is expecti i I 
to arrive in iidtiy or two at Port Moody 
with a cargo of te;i floiii Vokoli.aiiia, 
which is to be forwarihtd to (.'liieago and 
New York over the Canadi.iii I'acilic. I'be 
Canadians have an advantage in mileage 
over our lines. But this advantjige will 
be otl'set by the superior spei;d of our 
vessels, if I he Canailians I'an charter no 
better craft than llie .Abyssinia, which 
seldom crossed the .■\tl;intic in less th.an 
fourteen d;iys.

C. P. DIXON. 

IIow His Cajiture was Effectoil— The Shrewd- 
ness of Depnty-ShoriiT Langley aud the 
Clever way la which ho Handled the 
Oase— A Beward of 9250 Secured. 

Deputy Sherifl' Langley returned from 
Portland yesterday afternoon and was in- 
terviewed by a Colonist reporter at hia 
residence last evening, to whom he le- 
latod tho following, which we give in Mr. 
Langloy's own words ; 

About two numths ago I became awaro 
of tho fact that there was a reward of- 
fered for C. P. Dixon, the defaulting 
agent of tho Canadian Pacilie railway, bj' 
Frank Bros., agents of the American Se- 
curity Oompany, at Portland, Oregon. I 
at once vrrote to the agents asking tlioni 
what tho amount of tho reward was and 
what security I could got providing 1 
handod Dixon over to tho Portland 
authorities. I receivotl a replj' to tho ef- 
fect that Frank Bros, would givo §250 
and referring thomselvos to Marvin & 
Tilton of this city. I then went to Mr. 
Marvin, who endorsed tho reward notice. 
Knowing that Dixon was in Victoria and 
that he had been away to the American 
side twice before, in' January and March, 
I immediately made his acquaintance ami 

GAINED HIS CONFIDENCE 
without much trouble, 1 watched his 
movements closely, knowing that he con- 
tomplatod paying another visit to the 
Sound. Last Thursday evening at 9:30 
o'clock I was rewarded for my trouble liy 
meeting hint on the street dressed in a 
new suit of black clothes. 1 suspected 
something as Dixon always wore tweed 
suits. 1 said, "Widl, Dixon, what is in 
the wiiul," and he aaiil "I'm going to 
Ramloojis." 1 did not believe him and 
I said "I'm going to Portland in tho 
morning," (using that as a blind.) Ho 
then said, "Well, Langley, I tell you tho 
truth, I'm going to I'orllaiid loo. 1 want 
to see my wife. You will not 'down me,' 
will yon i" 1 saitl, "certjviiily not, hut 
you are doing a rallior risky thing." He 
replied that he know the ropes .•ind would 
get bnok to Victoria in safety. 1 ga\ e 
him to understand that I was going to 
Portland to look after a iiiuiderer. I then 
left him and meeting him later on, went 
aboard the boat with him. 1 registered 
my name as "Nat Foster," Dixon assum- 
ing the name of "Kriiest May." iJixon 
wont to his room and did not show up 
again until we arrived at Tacoma at lli 
o^lock on Friday evening. Wo got in t he 
caboose of a freight train a^d nvfivcd at 
Kalama on Saturday man\ing the 4th tmd

on a b;trge until the steamer Thom|iHoii 
arrived on her way to Portland, not want- 
ing to go on a lioat direct to that city, 
which would bring us in before dark. 1 
got the capttdn to stop the steamer in thu 
Columbia river, and went aboard a small 
steamer bound to Fort Vancouver. AYe 
arrived there at (i o'clock in the eveniiiij:. 
Dixon then showed signs of siispecting 
me, and ilesired to go to :\ iiann with a 
friend. Assuming an indilieront air, 1 
.icipiiescod. Mo then turned on mo and 
said with an oath, "What do you mean 
by following mo like this (" 1 said, 
"Dixon, I'm going to down you." He 
disjiuted my authority, and I then told 
him that it was very oii.sy for me to hold 
him till 1 sent for an ollicer. Ho thou 
said: "For (hal's .sake don't arrest me 
here;' take me to Portland and let me 
see iny wifo first." 1 agreed, and as a boat 
wastoleavein ten minutes, wo w'eiitalioard 
and shortly after left for Portland, ar- 
riving there at 8:30 o'clock, procured a 
hack and proceeded to tho residence of 
Mrs. Dixon, another young man lately 
from Vietorift accompanying us. We 
stopped about a block from the house and 
walked up the opposite side of the street. 
Dixon crossed over and knocked al t he 
door, which was opened. Before 1 knew 
what was no l;c jumped suddenly into the 
house ;uid slammed the door behind him. 
1 was on tho pouit of entering myself 
when the door Was quietly opened and .a 
man without coat or hat rushed out. 1 
followed quickly, thinking he was Dixon, 
for about one hundred feet, when 1 found 
that I had been deceived and that the 
man was

named < idler, who is engaged to Dixon's 
divorced wife, and slopping at the house 
to |irolect the. ladies. 1 rushed back and 
on going into the house found Dixon sit- 
ting on the sofa talking to l.is divorced 
wife. When 1 found everything was < >. 
K. 1 went out and telling my friend In 
go in and to watch my man while I was 
gone, 1 went to tind .Sherilf .Jordan, to 
whom 1 was compelled to hand Dixoii 
over, as set down in the agreement. 1 did 
not tind him, and going back, took Dixon 
lo the .St. Charles hotel, where ho went 
to bed. i did not leave him, but sent for 
the sheriir, who came at I'J o'clock to secure 
the defaulter. 1 opened the door .iiid s.-iid 
"Thenrs your man." He said, "Dixon, 
I arreal you," whcruii])on Dixou .-iiiise and 
disputed his authority. Tho sherilf said 
that as he was indicted by the grand jury 
ho could arrest hini without a warrant. 
Dixon then jinnpod out of bed and .said, 
"Well, we've got to tight for il, d - ii 
you," at tho same time running for hia 
clothes. The shorilf intercepted him and 
[licked them up, thinking there was a 
{listol concealed. Thore was none, and 
ordering Dixon to dress ho afterwards 
took him to tho county jail where he was 
locked up. 1 secure, 1 the recei]d of his 
delivery ,'i move on my |i.'U't I had no 
cause to regret, as on Moinlay morning tlu- 
Victorian who assisted mo came to claim 
the reward. 1 then proceeded to Frank 
Bros, on Tuesday and got my money. 

It will be soon by Mr. Langloy's state- 
ment that ho did not entice l)ixon on to 
the boat; on Ihe contrary, he went of his 
own accord, and fell uiisiispectiiigly into 
tho trap sot for him. Dixon is a bad man, 
and Victoria is well rid of him. Ho will 
probably bo sent up for a long term of 
imixj'isonmont.
